eventually succeeded in capturInK 
from Germany and holding the honors 
In this Imoprtiint branch of biologricaJ 
•itiidy. 

Born of llreslau, whoso brilliant car- 
eer waK cut short by an early death, 
had astonished his zoological con- 
freres by dividing embryo froir.s and 
praftinK the ijortlon.s logelher apain, 
nuuh as a f-Mideio r -.grafts plant.s. He 
showed not only that the divided 
pieces reunite by their skin surfaces 
but thai the various internal organs 
iii.inafic to find each other and to ef- 
r<-i l reunion. Tims it was possible by 
experimental intervention to produce 
extra<'idiii.-i:\v i-oinliinat lun.u. Siamese 
twins, tadpulcs with two heads, lad- 
jmles with unusually lonp bodies con- 
taining two hearts, or containing two 
similar portions of the brain stem 
le g. medulla oMoukji' a ) united In 
series. The "mon.^! i-i thus in oilu'jed 
f''d .md ihriivc' tur -., time like or- 
dinary tadpales. Harrison first de- 
voted himself to a study of graft Inp, 
and succeeded in growing together 
two halves of quite different species of 
frog. The extraordinary toinbination 
was Hucce.ssfully reared into a com- 
plete frog, wlil(!h carried the markings 
id one species on front and those of 
the other species in the reui- half of 
■the body. This speclacuiar result was 
. Iiowcver Hcconipunied by researches 
I I :i iii'Jic profound nature beariiii; U|j- 
oii the Influeiiee ol the nervous system 
I'n development of organs. Tliese re- 
searclies, ingeniously conceived and 
skilfully carried out, may be 8aid to 
have revolutionized our views with rc- 
gaj-d lo the part played by the ner- 
vous syjiii'm in develuidneni of the 
body. If we may stale one aspecl of 
the matter, it is that a budding organ 
tiuch a« a limb, may in the absence of 
nerves attain complete development 
with all its bones. ligainenlH, joints, 
muscles, etc. but its soon as it readies 
the stage at wliii li it could normally 
L>v called upon lo carry out move- 
ments, it fails lo develop further In 
the absense of il» nervous connezion8. 
In other words, there comes a stage 
al wliich use is neceKs.iry Un deveiop- 
iiieiit of a limb; previous to that slage 
development may go on apart from 
any control of tlie nervous «ystem.. 

J'rofessor Harrison's next achieve- 
ment was to excitie from frog em- 
bryos portions of the central nervous 
System, and, keeping them alive In a 
drop of iyniplj, lo observe wiih the 
jniuroscope the outgrowth from them 
of young nerve flbrets. Until this work 
was done tliere had been doubt among 
investigators as lo how a distant 
muscle becomes linked up by nerve 
fibres witli the central nervous sys- 
tem, Harrison allowed by direct 
incanK that the young nerve fibres 
ouch providing wilh an actively motile 
end, commence lo grow from Ih^; 
central nervous system and tunnel 
their way for long distances through- 
put tlio body until they finally reach 
y.';,thelr destination. His succcssos in

Thus he is the founder of the very 
important branch of study known as 
■'lIsHue I ulture." a ilovclopnieni of 
high significance to physiology patho- 
logy and lo medicine generally. By 
means of tissue culture it hoii r.ow 
been possible to keep smalt seperate 
portions for example of heart tissue 
alive under the microscope for months 
and years end, the constituent ceils 
of the tlwiue growing and beating all 
the time. Btill more recently Pro- 
feuKor Harrison has made Important 
contributions to the study of organic 
symmetry during development. 

Rcing a clear and forceful upeuker 
he has had many invitations to lec- 
ture before biolO(fica.l and medical 
hodios. In 1914 he was awarded the 
Archduke Rainer Medal of the Imper- 
ial Koyal Society for Zoology and 
Hotany of Vienna. He is the editor 
of the American "Journal of Experl 
■ mental Zoology," and co-e«litor of the 
"Journal of Morphology.'' He is a 
member of the American Philosophical 
Society and of the National Acade.my, 
and a trustee of the Biological Sta- 
tion at Wood's Hole. 

Needless to auy no jnan can apeak 
Willi more authority tm this auliject 
than Professor Harrison, who )\in=, been 
intimately associated with eticii alagu 
in the history of the oxperlmontal 
study of Animal Development.

La.st year he 
stood ns Conservative candidate for 
Mount Royal and was elected by n 
majority well over nine thojisand. 
This year ho Avas prevailed on lo stand 
again, and once more, the voters re- 
turned him as the representative by 
a majority greater than that of last 
year. He In a man with a cnrcor cf 
which anyone might be firoiid. varied, 
interesting, and eventful. As a man 
with a keen business brain and a 
sense of humor, he is admired and 
respected the world over. 

So has he been one of the promin- 
ent figures in the eyes of the public 
that last year the Commercial Society

In this connection It might be noted 
that the members of fourth year Com- 
merce held a meeting yesterday to 
vote on this subject, the result lining 

I 13-11; decision in favor of adopting 
the pi-.icllee of wearing gowns in the 
Arts Building. 

When Interviewed last night. Dean 
Ira A .IMacKay expressed himself its 
being heartily in favor of the move- 
ment lo wear gowns which has been 
KUirled by the senior year of the 
Faculty of Arts. 

'1 see no reason" said Dean .Mac- 
Kay, "why seniors should not wear 
gowns it they express a wish to do so. 

II is a prlvllég» and should they choose 
to exercise It, clearly no one else has 
a right 10 object or to. interfere with 
It in ;iny way. ' 

"It is a nice practice for senior stu- 
dents to wear gowns in their last year 
at their Alma Mater. A respect for 
tradition an<r ancient custom can 
never bo nn unworthy sentiment. 

"1 liave always bollevod that some 
distinctive uniform should be worn by 
the students, whether the gowns fits 
our cold climate is for the students to 
decide. 

".My only hope is that if the seniors 
decide lo carry through their Inten- 
tion of wearing gowns that they will 
all wear them and that they will wear 
them well. 

"The practice -which once prevailed 
and Rtlll prevails In some few univer- 
sities of wearing tattered and torn 
gowns is not .advisable." 

During the Dean's college days at 
Dalhousic University gowns were not 
worn by the student body. While at 
Cornell It was the ctistom for the sen- 
ior class to don Kowns for three 
months prior to their graduation. 

When nskcd his views on the insti- 
tution of gowns at .McGill, Dr. itog- 
bon stated that he regarded the wear- 
ing of gowns ns one of the more harm- 
less forms of sacerdotalism, and in as 
much a.s It promoted those traditions 
of academic life which diftorentlutu 
(t^untinuod on page four)

In the first of a scries of lect u'e.i on 
the "Dctoi-irUnalion of .Sex" Profesr.<-.r 
l.iiTCclet lIog-tKsn dcjill last nieht with 
discoveries miule diiring the past 
twenty-five years in relation to the 
agencies which normally condition the 
maintenance of a normal sex rate. 

Tho lectairer first dealt with the nvi- 
crofrnplo Investigations In the sex 
chromosomes indicating the produc- 
tion of two types of eggs In birds and 
boitterClies or of sperms in man and 
most other animals. He then described 
the work on "sex illnkcd" inheritance 
which had been stitrtod by Leonard 
I.Vincasîtar of Cambridge, and d-welop- 
ed no brilliantly "hy Professor .Morgan 
of Columbia, emphasising the econo- 
mlo Importance to, tho poultry Industry 
of recogmisini^r the sex of tho offspring 
at birth by using crosses thai Involve 
ch.oracters whloh one sex is only able 
to transmit to an offspring' of the op 
poslto sex. 

Finally the lecturer referred to the 
discovery that the male :unjl fora.ala 
determining .spomi In Drosopila, man 
etc. are of different sizes as Indlcat- 
nlg tho possibility 'of separating the 
control of sex with alt the social con-

The »^reater part of the lecture was 
taken irp by th«» ."fCudy of tho cxtorlor^ 
of rhc great Notre Dame. In Paris, ha^ 
some three hundred of these, while on' 
thn fate of the Cathedral of Chartrwi 
Uiere are in. 000 figure* of varyloc re- 
llgloua .ilgnlflcancos. . 

After shdwinsf a few'|gi|neml vlcw'.i 
of several of the great Cathedrals, snoh 
as Notre Dame, Rhelms, BeauvaJs, 
Rouen, Strasbourg and Cîhartrea, the 
lecture devided hln study of the sculp- 
ture under four haa,ds: Nature soU 
ence , moraJlty and history. 

Dealing with the first of thagei^'he 
-showed many views of the animal-j 
which wore always depicted on the 
f.-ice of the Cathedrals, and expressed 
the important part animals played in 
the religious beliefs of people In the 
12ih I3th, .md 14t.b wnturie.s. Turning 
next So the architecture, og.aln with 
plentiful ittu.nrattons. 

IlluRtrating the portrayal of Morali- 
ty, Professor McCullagh showed m<tny 
vleivM depkting the virtues and viciM^ 
sculptured In groupe of about six 
statues. These arc all of a very naivo - 
character, and dciplct very well the 
mcdievul hijhlnd in the virtues' and 
vice.'' as material beings. A group 
of slIdeK whloh seemed to take 
the panicu'.ar fitnoy of the a>udlencA 
was a serios of views taken from the 
balcony of Notre Dame Cathedral, 
showing at close range tibe grotesque 
figures which surround the towvrs. 

It la, however, the <portrayal of his- 
torical events which Is the most atrllt- 
ing. At the time the Cathedrals were 
being built. Church history was by 
for the moet Important, and accord- 
ingly it ha« been .sculptured with great 
moignlflcences. Scenes from Che life 
of ClirUt ore predonimmt, thoiigh pro- 
bably tlie moot «4abonite set of statues 
In that of the Cathedra! of Cliarters 
the cretitlon (vT tho world as toM Ii 
the booi< of Oenesla. ..-^ 
I'rofe^Bor .McCullaKh closed kis lae- 
ture wih a few slide* showing Interior 
and exterior views of some of the most 
imposing Cathedrals, and he pointe<l 
oui the great and ennobling influence 
on the souls of miui wielded by Chesé 
magnlt'icoQt structure.i.

McCulkigh on behalf of tho Cercle fpr 
his Interoâttng and iDiStructlve lecture.

He will merely say: "Ot 
course, we don't doubt but that yon 
aro who you say you are, hut wo must 
have personal idontificatlon. Don't
